report, Labor had won 313 seats 
to 288 for Winston Churchill’s 
Conservatives and their allies, 
The Liberals had only seven seats. 
- In the old House of Commons 
Labor had a majority of 148 seats 
over the combined opposition. 
Prime Minister Attlee and his 
aids held a hurried strategy con- 
ference tonight, but when it was 
over, they declared no statement 
would be made until the results 
are complete. 

Four isolated districts in Scot- 
land will not report until Monday 
and in another, in Manchester, a 
by-election will have to be held 
because a candidate fell dead just 
before yesterday's election. 

343 Seats the Goal. 
Labor spokesmen said earlier 
that they needed a majority of 
30 seats, or a total of 343, for 
effective control of the House. By

The Laborites were flabber- 
gasted by the returns. Only a 
dozen hours before they eked out 
their narrow victory, they thought 
they had the election won hands 
down. 

As it was, it turned out to be 
close to a dead heat. The first 
reaction among political experts 
was that this might mean another 
general election in the near fu- 
ture. 

Some quarters belfeved Labor 
might try to go it alone or make 
a coalition deal with the Liberals. 
However they would have to 
abandon some of the keystones 
of their nationalization program 
if they took the Liberals in. 
Still another possibility was a 
caretaker government with a 
representation of all three major 
parties. That could last only a 
few months at most, possibly only 
until a budget had been present- 
ed in April. 

All Even for Time. 
For a time, ‘the Laborites and 
the combined opposition were all 
even. Four times in 15 minutes 
of: counting the opponents were 
dead level, and four times Labor 
went one seat ahead. Then the 
Laborites forged ahead by several 
seats again. 
The Coftservatives' came back 
sharply in today’s counting after 
overnight results had cast a pall 
of gloom over headquarters of 
Winston Churchill’s party. When 
a recess in the count was taken 
early today, the Laborites held a 
lead of 61 seats. 
In the old House of Commons, 
which had 640 seats, the Labor- 
ites outnumbered the Conserva- 
tives 381. to 202.

Pay Cut Effective March 1. . 
An adjustment of the cost-of- 
living allowance given General 
Motors employes is part of the 
contract between General Motors 
and its hourly wage and salaried 
employes. The two-cent reduc- 
tion in the allowance will affect 
290,000 hourly-rated employes, 
and about 72,000 salaried workers 
wil) receive a $10 quarterly re- 
duction in cost-of-living bonuses. 
These revisions will be effective 
March 1. 

Today’s cuts in car retail prices 
marked the third such action by 
General Motors in the last 12 
months. In each instance the re- 
ductians have been tied with 
downward revision of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics cost-of-living 
index.

AVY acceptance of a plane specifically designed to hunt down 


the formerly radar-proof “snorkel” submarines was announced 


The craft is a new version of 
the P2V Neptune. It is equipped 
with magnetic detection gear 
which permits pin-point location 
of submarines at any depth, the 
company said. 

Heretofore airborne radar 
equipment has been unable to de- 
tect submarines running under 
water with only the end of the 
snorkel breathing tube showing 
on the surface. The New Neptune, 
the’ P2V-4, is able to dete?mine 
the depth at which the submarine 
is running. 

Once radar contact has been 
made, the plane drops a radio 
sonobuoy. This floating device 
contains a microphone’ which 
picks up the noise of the sub- 
marine’s propeller and relays it 
to the plane, thus establishing the 
submerged vessel's position. The 
plane then tries to knock out the 
craft, or at least keep it sub- 
merged and traveling at reduced 
speed until surface vessels can 
close in for the kill., 

The P2V-4 is a sister ship of 
the Truculent Turtle, which holds 
the world’s non-refueled distance 

record of 11,236 statute miles, set

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Russia’s Idea of a Court 

Russia’s conception of a‘ court is difficult for 
anyone other than a Soviet ideologist to under- 
stand. The reason is that outside of the’ Krem- 
lin a court is regarded as a means of establishing 
the difference between guilt and innocence.

In the authoritative work entitled 
“The Law of the Soviet State,” Andrei Y., 
Vishinsky sets it forth clearly. It is the law 
which Mr. Vishinsky pursued as the “prosecutor ’ 
of the incredible purge trials of 1938, and which 


-he still continues to expound: Re 


“Bourgeois theorists strive to depict the court 
as an organ above clashes and apart from politics 
acting, supposedly, in the interests of all society 
and guided by commands of law and justice com- 
mon to all mankind, instead of by the interests 
of the dominant class,” Vishinsky wrote. “Such. 
a conception of the court’s essence and tasks is, 
of course, radically false. It has always been an 
instrument in the hands of the dominant class, 
assuring the strengthening of its @ominance and 
the protection of its interests.” ; 

The court, in short, is unconcerned with ques- 
tions of law; or guilt and inhocence, or the ad- 
ministration of justice. It is concerned only with 
finding out what will serve the interests of the 
Communist Party of Russia, and doing it. The 
Russian court is not a court of law, it is a court 
of power. Does injustice flow from it? That is 
beside the point. If injustice serves the Soviet 
state, it is the proper function of the court. That 
is what Vishinsky says it should do; and plainly, 
‘that is what it does.

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‘Can Rainmakers Solve Water Problem? 
Controversy Rages Over Man-Made Rain, but New York City May Try It to Fill Reservoirs

HE chief of the Portland (Ore.) 
weather bureau threw 17 
pounds of dry ice into a cloud, 
dived quickly through the mist 
and found himself 
heavy snow storm. No other pre- 
cipitation fell anywhere nearby 
that day. And every time there 
was some unexpected weather in 
Schenectady old-timers muttered: 
“There goes that guy Schaefer 
stirring up the clouds again.” 

In Honduras last August, a 
Texas-born pilot fired one dry ice 
pellet from a Very Pistol and 
sent 1% inches of rain tumbling 
into the dust-choked streets of 
San Pedro. “Say the word,” he 
was quoted as bragging, “and I'll 
flood the country.” Not long be- 
fore there’ was another report 
from south of the “ig a saying 
that the Dominican. Force 
had saved a $15,000,000 . crop 
by Schaefer’s methods. 

But like the weather itself, not 
all the experiments proved pre- 
dictable. The 105 pounds of dry 
ice emptied into a cloud 13,500 
feet over Okla., pro- 
duced half an inch of rain in 
Anadarko, 19 miles to the west, 
where the Chamber of Commerce 
did the sporting thing and wired 
Chickasha that it would recipro- 
cate when the winds were right. 

Near Burlington, Ia., a shower 
was started for some parched 
corn fields. It spoiled an after- 
noon’s golf game on the nearby 
Crystal Springs golf course in- 
stead. And Farmer Hilyard Simp- 
son of Florence, N. J., had similar 
cause to complain about the inac- 
curacy of the rainmakers. When 
he hired an aviator to allay a 17- 
day drouth threatening his $150,- 
000 ‘peach and corn crops, five 
inches of rain came down all right 
—but they landed on somebody 
else’s field one and one-half miles 
to the south. 
rain immediately got 
a number of people in trouble. 
In Honolulu, motorists roundly 
cussed the cloud-tamperers who 
had mired the roads. At La Jun- 
ta, Colo., an amateur aviator 
named W. J. Black got in a jam 
with his wife. He unleashed a 
shower over his house just as 
Mrs. Black got ready to take the 


gee off the line. 

A great many other attempts 
to milk the clouds proved fruit- 
less. No less a personage than 
the Minister of Agri- 
culture took to the skies to sprin- 
kle his domain with dry ice and 
had virtually no success. More 
important, 150 joint experiments 
of the United States Weather Bu- 
reau and the Air Force near Wil- 
mington, O., were so disappoint- 
ing that officials of the two agen- 
cies dismissed rain-making as be- 
ing of “relatively little economic

Critics of the “old school” of 
doubting méteorologists charged 
that the wrong kinds of clouds 
had been seeded and that the ex- 
perimental area had been too con- 
fining.

He and Schaefer enlarged the 
scope of their activities by suc- 
cessfully “neutralizing” the most 
dangerous of thunderclouds which 
were threatening to pound some 
valuable South American banana 
trees.

The generators would be moved 
into firing position upwind from 
the watersheds. Wind currents 
would carry into the clouds their 
loads of silver iodide. Each of 
the quintillion particles in every 
grain of the chemical could collect 
a raindrop and send it earthward. 


“The equipment is easy to get 
and inexpensive,” Dr. Krick told 
the New Yorkers. “The impor- 
tant thing is the know how and 
when and where.” 

No doubt some ninnhattention 
who shook their heads at such 
talk wished secretly that the hopes 
of the rainmakers might yet be 
dashed by the same forces that 
spoiled a similar experiment at 
Sydney, Australia, in 1948. 

There, the planes loaded with 
dry ice ready to move in on recal- 
citrant clouds stood by idly for 
36 days. Finally, the whole dem- 
onstration had to be called off. 
While the scientists who had 
promised to make it pour stood 
gnashing their teeth, more natural 
rainfall pounded the rooftops of 
Sydney than the town had seen 
in 28 years.

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South easily made 12 tricks, 
merely by finding breaks that 
were not too bad—he did not re- 
quire unusually good ones. The 
fact that trumps broke 2-2 lef 
him ruff dummy’s two hearts and 
also ruff a diamond to establish 
the latter suit; but observe that 
the slam still would have been 
there, even if trumps had broken 
3-1, if diamonds broke 3-2. 


There can be little doubt that 
North-South actually should have 
reached six spades, and that it 
was North’s fault, exclusively, for 
stopping so far short of that con- 
tract. As so often happens, it was 
probably the part-score that made 
North “tighten up.” In the first 
place his. gingerly raise to two 
spades was absurdly conservative, 
part-score or no part-score—it was 
inconceivable that a three-spade 
bid would boomerang. 

In the second place, when South 
went along with even the highly 
tentative slam try, by bidding 
three diamonds, North had the 
values for a leap straight to six 
spades! It was all right for him 
to stop off and cue-bid the heart 
ace, but when South then (having 
done his full duty and perhaps a 
shade more!) went back to three 
spades, North. certainly should 
not have “quit!” If he wanted to . 
be ultra-conservative, he could at 
least bid five spades at this 
point!
